PATIENTS cost Northampton 
General Hospital £2.7 million 
by failing to show up to 
appointments. 

Last year, almost 24,000 out¬ 
patients did not give any notice 
before missing their appoint¬ 
ments (known as ‘Did Not 
Attends’ or ‘DNAs’). 

This resulted in a loss of 
£2,718,400, an average of 
£113.21 per appointment and 
meant people were left longer 
on waiting lists when they 
could otherwise have been 
seen. 

Nationwide, 6.5 million 
appointments were missed 
between 2007 and 2008, costing 
the NHS around £600 million - 
enough to run two medium¬ 
sized hospitals. 

Deborah Alderson, NGH 
deputy director of operations, 
said: “It’s really important that 
you try to attend your hospital 
appointment, for several rea¬ 
sons. 

“Firstly, you have been asked 
to come and see us because 
your doctor thinks you should 
see an expert about your health, 
and you may need some impor¬ 
tant treatment. 

“Secondly, wasted appoint¬ 
ments lead to longer waiting 
times for other patients. If you 
can’t make your appointment 


then let us know so we can give 
it to someone else who needs it. 

“And thirdly, average outpa¬ 
tient appointments cost over 
£100 each. The money wasted 
when patients don’t turn up for 
their appointment runs into 
millions of pounds, which 
could be spent elsewhere in the 
hospital.” 

The hospital trust is now con¬ 
ducting a trial of ringing 
patients three days before their 
scheduled appointment to 
ensure it is still needed and that 
the patient is able to attend. 

If the trial improves the atten¬ 
dance rate, the initiative will be 
extended to other departments 
of the hospital. 

Mrs Alderson added: “If you 
really can’t make it, there’s no 
need to worry. We simply ask 
that you make another appoint¬ 
ment by contacting the relevant 
department and explaining that 
you’d like to re-arrange your 
appointment.” 

Michael Summers, vice-chair 
of the Patients Association, 
said: “It’s unforgivable really. 

“It doesn’t take much to lift a 
phone and say that you have 
recovered or to apologise 
because you will have to miss 
an appointment. 

“We owe a responsibility to 
our doctors to behave properly. 
Missed appointments waste 
healthcare professionals’ time 
and a great deal of money.”

Leader says sorry over long-stay parking 



THE leader of Northampton Borough Council 
has apologised for leaving his untaxed car in a 
pay and display car park for three months. 

Cllr Tony Woods left his Vauxhall Astra in the 
Guildhall car park without tax or an MOT in 
September 2008, angering opposition politicians 
and residents of the town. 

Cllr Woods said: “I’m sorry is not something you 
often hear from politicians. But I would like to 
say just that - I’m sorry. 

“To cut a long story short, I got it wrong. I 
should not have parked my car on council prop¬ 
erty without an MOT or up-to-date tax disc. 

“I’ve said it before and I’ll say it again: politi¬ 
cians from local councillors to MPs and Ministers 
are in a position of trust and should have the 
decency to say ‘sorry’ when they make mistakes. 

“To that end, it’s vitally important I say what 
needs to be said and allow people to decide for 
themselves. Equally, we must let due process take 
its course to keep proceedings on a legal footing. 

“A panel of the council’s Standards Board will 
decide if and what steps to take on August 18.” 


Ready for lift-off 
as balloons return

ALL eyes will be on the sky this weekend as 
Northampton prepares for the Balloon Festival. 

The ever-popular festival has moved from its usual 
location on the Racecourse to Billing Aquadrome. 

In March, councillors at Northampton Borough 
Council agreed to axe the popular annual festival in 
the cost-cutting budget. 

At the time, council leader Cllr Tony Woods said: 
“The reason it was cut was because it was costing us 
around £3 per council tax payer to put on each year. 
Unfortunately, I could not justify that sort of cost in 
this financial climate.” 

It was revealed that the borough council had lost 
nearly £180,000 holding the Balloon Festival, but 
Billing Aquadrome agreed to take over the running 
of the historic event. 

Balloons will take to the skies as early as 6am 
tomorrow, weather permitting, with rides and 
shows taking place throughout the weekend. 

Karen Joseph, the event’s organiser, said: 

“We are running the Balloon Festival 
alongside an already established American 
Car show which we hold ever year, so we do 
not know how many people to expect. 

“From the feedback we have had from people, they 
are delighted that the Balloon Festival has been 
saved, and that it is returning to the family-orientat¬ 
ed event that it used to be. 

“I’m sure there will be things we overlook, but this 
is our chance to put our mark on the Balloon 
Festival.” 

Entry to the Balloon Festival is free, but parking 
will cost £10. 

There will be a park and ride service at Abington 
Park with buses running every 15 minutes from 
9am-lpm on Saturday and Sunday, then every half 
an hour up to 4.30pm. 

Also additional buses will be running on the num¬ 
ber 17 route from Greyfriars and Weston Favell to 
Billing Aquadrome. 

Park and walk from Grange Farm will cost £7.50 
per car per day.

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Shoes go on parade 

THESE boots are made for walking - 
through Northampton town centre. 

This Saturday at noon, Carnival Arts 
Company ‘Festive Road’ will be catapulting 
the Market Square into life with a spectacu¬ 
lar display of flamboyant footwear, celebrat¬ 
ing Northampton’s heritage by looking at 
shoes past, present and future.

Council slammed 
over complaints

IT is hard to conceive of a more 
poorly managed project from 
start to finish. 

That was the conclusion of 
Local Government Ombudsman J 
R White on Northampton 
Borough Council’s handling of a 
complaint by 13 gypsies. 

Mr White’s comments came in 
the Ombudsman’s annual review 
into complaints against the coun¬ 
cil. 

The report revealed the council 
paid out £7,247 in compensation 
claims up to the end of March 
this year. 

A total of £4,200 was paid out to 
the 13 residents of Ecton Lane 
travellers site, an approved gypsy 
and traveller site in Northamp¬ 
ton, who had complained about 
refurbishment work undertaken 
to the site; in particular to ameni¬ 
ty blocks housing kitchen and 
bathroom facilities. 

Mr White said he did not uphold 
the complaints about inadequate 
consultation regarding the refur¬ 
bishment, but criticised the 
council for not consulting resi¬ 
dents subsequently to advise 
what the refurbishment would 
cover. 

He said the council ‘failed at the 
outset to adequately involve its 
own Asset Management Team in 
the planning and preparation of 
the works; to enter into a written 


contract with the contractor; and 
to ensure there was an adequate 
schedule of works.’ 

This meant the budget provided 
was insufficient for the planned 
work, health and safety matters 
were ignored and there was insuf¬ 
ficient prioritising of work. 

Mr White added: ‘The council 
must accept criticism for its fail¬ 
ure to respond sooner to warn¬ 
ings that the refurbishment was 
going badly wrong.” 

The council apologised and 
paid between £200 and £500 to 
each complainant. 

It was also criticised for failing 
to meet the 28 day limit for com¬ 
plaints to be resolved, taking 48.2 
days on average with one housing 
issue taking 91 days - three 
months - to be solved. 

Mr White wrote: ‘My officers 
have also commented that on 
occasion the council’s responses 
are sometimes incomplete and 
further enquiries are often neces¬ 
sary.’ 

Northamptonshire County 
Council paid a total of £3,800 to 
ten complainants - all of whose 
issues were resolved before the 
Ombudsman had to complete 
reports into them. The county 
council also recorded an impres¬ 
sive 23 day response time. 

Councillor Tony Woods, leader 
of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “I welcome the 
Ombudsman’s comments which 
will be taken on board. 


“The important thing for us to 
take away from this report is that 
we must continue to learn and 
improve. The report always 
makes difficult reading as often 
there can be no excuses. We must 
look closely at each case and see 
how we can do better. 

“The Ombudsman’s recommen¬ 
dations on how we can reduce 
the number of complaints further 
have been noted and will be 
acted upon.” 

Talking about the Ecton Lane 
situation, David Kennedy, 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
chief executive, said: “This report 
makes unpleasant reading. These 
events must not happen again. 
We will take all the actions pro¬ 
posed by the Ombudsman. We 
will apologise and we will pay 
compensation.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “The county council 
seeks to respond to complaints 
from our customers in a timely 
and professional manner, and 
tries to resolve issues at the earli¬ 
est opportunity. 

“Over the past year we have also 
improved our learning from com¬ 
plaints to further improve the 
services to our customers. 

“The council is pleased with the 
Ombudsman’s comments in the 
annual review and our intention 
over the coming year is to further 
improve how we investigate and 
respond to our customers’ com¬ 
plaints.” 


£1.3m agreed to improve social care 


INNOVATIVE projects aimed at improving the lives 
of adults with social care will be piloted in 
Northamptonshire. 

Cabinet members at the county council agreed on 
Tuesday to invest £1.3 million into eight pilot proj¬ 
ects which will help develop extra prevention and 
early intervention services for adults with social care 
needs. A further five projects will cost around 
£200,000 and will be funded by Northamptonshire 
Invest to Save programme. 

The projects, which cover a wide range of areas 
including mental health, visual impairment and 
dementia, will contribute towards the objectives 
laid out in the council’s prevention strategy which 
was agreed by cabinet in January this year. 

The prevention strategy aims to reduce demand 


for long-term social care services in the future and 
to achieve a better quality of life for people with 
social care needs in the county. 

It seeks to help people to maintain their independ¬ 
ence and well-being, and reduce the risk of admis¬ 
sion to hospital and residential care. 

It also aims to reduce the number of people requir¬ 
ing more intensive support within the community. 

Cllr Robin Brown, cabinet member for health and 
adult social services, said: “By focussing on preven¬ 
tion and early intervention, we will be able to rely far 
less on admitting people to residential or nursing 
care but promote the independence, health and 
well-being of adults with social care needs living in 
Northamptonshire as well as helping them remain 
living in their own homes for as long as possible.”

WITH regard to your 
front page story last 
week, ‘Victims of the 
‘unfair’ NHS post¬ 
code lottery.’ 

We have a regional 
policy for IVF which 
ensures all couples 
receive the same 
level of service irre¬ 
spective of where 
they live in the East 
Midlands. 

All eligible couples 
receive one full cycle 
of IVF on the NHS. 

The policy also 
allows for embryos 
to be stored and 
transferred should 
the initial embryo 
transfer not be suc¬ 
cessful. 

We recognise there 
is currently a varia¬ 
tion in access to IVF around 
the country and this must be 
frustrating for couples seek¬ 
ing this treatment.

Waiting to see if the 
work has an impact

BUSINESSES in Gold Street are 
still unsure about the changes 
made to rejuvenate the area. 

Last week marked the official 
opening of Gold Street after six 
months of regeneration work. 

The work has focused on devel¬ 
oping safer, more attractive, 
pedestrian-friendly streets from 
the town’s railway station, 
through Black Lion Hill, into 
Marefair and along Gold Street to 
All Saints Church. 

Pathways have been made 
wider to allow more pedestrian 
access, a bike lane has been 
added and the road has been 
restricted to buses and taxis only. 

However, the reduction in park¬ 
ing spaces has caused a problem 


for one business in particular 
Mask Hair Salon. 

Owner Sharon Barden has been 
keen to redecorate and convert 
the upstairs of her salon, but the 
lack of parking has put workmen 
off. 

She said: “We want to get work 
done, but the workmen can’t 
park. 

“No-one was helpful when it 
came to sorting out this problem. 

“We lost customers while the 
work was going on. It is not what 
they promised when they started 
the work.” 

Optician Abdul Riaz from The 
Eye Clinic said: “We have had 
positive feedback about the 
street, even though the work took 
ages. 

“We have lost customers due to 
the lack of parking, customers go 


to a more convenient place near 
where they can park. We have had 
to do a lot of advertising remind¬ 
ing people we are still open.” 

Amjad Salaam, owner of 
Network Dry Cleaners said: “I 
think people would have pre¬ 
ferred to park as normal outside 
the shops, rather than further 
away. 

“It is too early to tell whether 
the changes are good or bad.” 

William Crayhill, Managing 
Director of Michael Jones 
Jewellers, said: “It did take a long 
time - we knew it would when 
they started but that did not 
make it any less frustrating. 

“It is very hard to tell how much 
the work affected us because of 
the economic climate too. 

“I hope the work attracts a lot 
more people to Gold Street.”

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£11 million centre to 
put technology first

A NEW high-tech research centre is 
well underway at the University of 
Northampton. 

Work is progressing on the £11 million 
project at the university, designed to 
provide a technological boost for both 
students and businesses across the 
county. 

The Grade II-listed Kingsley Park 
building on St George’s Avenue is being 
completely refurbished and developed 
into a technology and research centre 
that will also incorporate the 
University’s School of Applied Sciences. 

Kingsley Park will house the 
University’s new ‘Nvision’ centre - a 
state-of-the-art facility providing spe¬ 
cialist services to help companies of all 
sizes develop and promote their prod¬ 



ucts using the latest 3D modelling and 
visualisation capabilities. 

Nvision manager, Stuart Wayne, said: 
“It will offer significant and exciting 
benefits to a host of industries, includ¬ 
ing health, motorsport, games, archi¬ 


tectural and environmental organisa¬ 
tions - to name just a few.” 

He added: “At the heart of this project 
is the fact this is the first time in the UK 
that small to medium size enterprises 
will have access to this level of technol¬ 
ogy.” 

There will also be opportunities for 
technology-focused companies to base 
themselves within the building. 

Funding has come from the Higher 
Education Funding Council, North¬ 
amptonshire Enterprise Ltd, the East 
Midlands Development Agency, and 
the European Regional Development 
Fund. 

The development adds to the £3 mil¬ 
lion expansion of the Portfolio 
Innovation Centre, on the University’s 
Avenue Campus, which now offers 
space to up to 46 of the most exciting 
creative, digital and design companies. 


Was jewellers robbery car stolen from the county? 


A CAR used in an armed robbery of a 
jewellers in Lutterworth is believed to 
have been stolen from Northampton¬ 
shire.

Help shape the future growth 


THE future of the county rests 
in the hands of residents as 
plans to shape the future of 
Northampton and Towcester go 
to consultation. 

West Northamptonshire Joint 
Planning Unit has organised a 
series of exhibitions over the 
coming weeks, which will out¬ 
line plans for the direction of 
future growth in West 
Northamptonshire over the 
next 15 to 20 years. 

Known as the Emergent Joint 
Core Strategy, the proposals 
outline the current thinking of 
how growth should take place 
and which areas and infrastruc¬ 
ture have been earmarked as 
pivotal to the process. 

The exhibitions will give peo¬ 
ple the opportunity to see how 
the plans might take shape and, 
most importantly, the chance to 
voice their opinions on how 
they would like to see the pro¬ 
posals develop. 

The strategy aims to provide 
around 62,000 new homes both 
private and affordable in towns 
and rural areas in West 
Northamptonshire, which also 
includes Daventry, and gener¬ 
ate more than 37,000 new jobs 
along with new schools, leisure 
centres, shops and green areas. 

There is a strong emphasis on 


reducing the number of car 
journeys. To relieve the existing 
through-traffic travelling on the 
A45 and to reduce congestion 
and delays, a new road link will 
be developed from the A45 to 
the Ml. The strategy seeks to 
maximise the use of brownfield 
land, before developing the 
greenfield areas required for 
growth to help increase town 
centre regeneration, while 
maintaining cultural heritage. 

Chairman of the West 
Northamptonshire Joint Strat¬ 
egic Planning Committee, Cllr 
Tony Woods, said: “These plans 
are not the final plan, but they 
are based on current evidence 
covering everything from flood 
risk assessment, transport plan¬ 
ning, economic modelling for 
jobs growth and the require¬ 
ments for education and health 
care.”

Creating a vision 
for town’s future 



A COMPREHENSIVE overhaul 
of Northampton’s town centre 
has been laid out to accommo¬ 
date 100,000 new residents. 

The Northampton Central Area 
Action Plan (CAAP) has been 
launched by Northampton 
Borough Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, Cllr Richard 
Church. 

In 2002, Northampton was 
identified by the Government as 
one of the four growth areas for 
the south east of England. 

The plans have been under 
development for four years and a 
new consultation document 
outlining the key developments 
is now available for people to 
have their say. 

Cllr Church said: “These plans 
will give a town centre which will 
be a great attraction for the peo¬ 
ple of Northampton, but also for 
people from miles around. 

“It means that for a growing 
town, we have a town centre 
which will provide quality living 
areas, shopping and employ¬ 
ment. 

“One of the highlights is the 
riverside development. At the 
moment, Northampton turns its 
back on the river, but it will be 
part of a very attractive commu¬ 
nity which will centre around the 
marina in Becket’s Park. We hope 
to start building there next year.” 

Cllr Church feels that the town 
centre will be a lot different to 
how it looks now, and empha¬ 


sised the importance of the her¬ 
itage of the town. 

He said: “The town will look 
different, but it will retain its her¬ 
itage. We have a number of fine 
buildings in Northampton, 
including a fine collection of 
medieval churches. 

“We want to put right some of 
the mistakes of the last 40 years, 
such as buildings like the bus 
station. 

“The heritage of the town is 
crucial and it will act as part of 
the attraction.” 

The plans will be put on show 
to the public to encourage as 


many people to have their say on 
the way the future of the town is 
developed. 

Exhibitions will take place 
around the town to allow people 
to have a look and ask questions 
before filling out the consulta¬ 
tion questionnaire. 

The plans will be on show in 
the Market Square from August 
13-15, at Weston Favell Shopping 
Centre on August 21 and at 
Kingsthorpe Library from 
September 1-2. 

All views on the CAAP should 
be submitted to the borough 
council by Friday September 18. 



All set for water works to start 


BOATS will soon be setting sail for Becket’s Park after 
plans for a new marina took another step forward. 

Northamptonshire County Council has agreed to 
provide the final amount of grant funding needed to 
take the project forward. 

The Becket’s Park Partnership has been allocated 
£204,845 of Single Programme funding up to March 
2011, completing the funding package needed to cre¬ 
ate the £2 million marina. 

Other funding for the project has been provided 
through West Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation and the Environment Agency. 

The marina would create a regional centre for the 
boating community, linking the Grand Union Canal to 
the west with the fens network in the east. When com¬ 
plete, it will provide moorings for more than 80 boats. 

Cllr Trini Crake, member of the Becket’s Park 
Partnership, said: “The marina will be something 
everyone can enjoy, bringing visitors to the town and 
creating opportunities.” 

Work is due to start on the first phase in Tanuary 
2010, with a completion deadline of March 2011. 


BY 2026, Northampton Borough Council is 
hoping the centre will become the economic 
and cultural hub of the county. 

The Key Developments to the town include: 

■ Redevelopment of the Grosvenor Centre - 
This would see the demolition of the bus sta¬ 
tion to create space for major new stores, 
offices and hotels. Further retail areas could 
also be developed at the north of Abington 
Street (formerly occupied by the Notre Dame 
Convent) and the Horsemarket 

■ The Market Square - Regeneration work 
has already been put in motion to liven-up the 
square, with events to draw people in. Plans 
are already underway for a new water feature 

■ The waterside - Focus will be put on 
Northampton’s river banks as a destination for 
employment, living and leisure with the devel¬ 
opment of a new marina 

■ New railway station - A new inter-city 
facility will be developed at Castle Station, 
providing employment as well as a modern 
gateway into Northampton 

■ Employment options - New offices and 
workplaces to encourage businesses to 
Northampton will be built along the River 
Nene at Nunn Mills, within St Johns, Angel 
Street, Bridge Street, around St Peter’s Way and 
around Castle Station 

■ New housing - The Central Area will be 
developed to accommodate people of all ages 
with housing for small and larger families. 
Housing could be built alongside the River 
Nene, Ransome Road, and Spring Boroughs

THOUSANDS of A-Level 
students will receive their 
results next Thursday and 
rejoice as they get accepted 
into their first choice uni¬ 
versities. 

However, for those stu¬ 
dents who do not do as well 
as they had hoped, help is at 
hand courtesy of the 
University of Northampton. 

A number of tips have been 
compiled by the university 
to aid students in the clear¬ 
ing process, a stage for stu¬ 
dents wishing to continue in 
education but who did not 
achieve the grades they 
needed for their chosen uni¬ 
versity.

See 
below for what to have to 
hand when you make the 
call. 

■ Keep an open mind: 
Don’t be put off if there are 
no places left on the course 
of your choice, the universi¬ 
ty may have some similar 
ones available. 

■ Pay a visit: The best way 
to find out if it’s the right 
place for you is to come and 
visit universities of interest. 

■ Keep smiling: A signifi¬ 
cant percentage of universi¬ 
ty students accept their 
place through Clearing. 



Once you start your course 
no-one will know or care 
which route you took to get 
there. 

David House studied 
Marketing at the University 
of Northampton. He said: “I 
called up quite late in the 
Clearing process and I found 
The University of North¬ 
ampton helpful as they gave 
me information about the 
course I wanted to study and 
sent out an application 
form. It was much easier 
than I thought it was going 
to be. 

“If you’re not sure on what 
Clearing is all about, just 
ring up and talk to someone 
about it, it is much simpler 
than you might think to get 
on a course and don’t just 
think it is too late to apply.” 

Lorena Chin-a-Foeng, 
studying Journalism, said: 
“The process of Clearing was 
relatively simple and it was 
easy to complete the forms.” 

She added: “I’d recom¬ 
mend people going through 
Clearing find someone for 
advice on the process - 
whether that is a friend or 
relative who has been 
through the experience, 
UCAS or support services of 
a university.”

Trio of services now on offer to get people to stop the habit 


THREE new services have been set up by the 
NHS to help people to quit smoking for good. 

NHS Northamptonshire Provider Services’ 
Stop Smoking team has created the new 
services to get the smoke free message out as 
widely as possible and find innovative ways of 
helping people give up smoking. 

In recent weeks, the team has recruited new 
colleagues to work on reducing smoking in 
pregnancy, reduce smoking among workers, 
and to enable community based NHS staff to 
encourage their patients to give up smoking. 

Jo Meola has been appointed Reducing 
Smoking in Pregnancy Coordinator, Victoria 
West has been appointed Stop Smoking 
Specialist and Tracy Urand has been 
appointed Stop Smoking Specialist. 

Jo previously worked as a Stop Smoking 
Specialist for Bedfordshire PCT and has 
worked in the NHS for five years. She will be 
co-ordinating training for all health 
professionals who come into contact with 
pregnant women including health visitors 
and midwives, and the service will also 
provide one-to-one, telephone and email 
support to pregnant women. Supporting Jo 
will be Jancy Clark (for the north of the 
county) and Kathryn Karakaya (for the south 
of the county). 

Jo said: “Giving up smoking is one of the 
most important things you can do to improve 
the health of your unborn baby. 




“When you smoke, you inhale 4,000 chem¬ 
icals from the cigarette, one of which is 
carbon monoxide, which gets into your 
bloodstream and restricts the oxygen that’s 
essential for your baby’s growth and 
development. 

“I look forward to being able to help more 
women in Northamptonshire stop smoking 
and improve the health of not only the 
mothers but their babies.” 

Victoria previously worked for the National 
Youth Agency as a project worker for the 
health team, primarily around promoting 
sexual health. 

She also has an MSc in Health Psychology. 
She will be meeting with a range of employers 
in the county and will arrange either one to 
one or group sessions. 

Victoria said: “I will be proactively going out 
to companies to encourage them to use Stop 
Smoking services, but I would also love to 
hear from local companies who want to get 
their workers involved in the scheme. 

“We particularly want to bring the service to 
routine and manual workers as evidence 
shows that there is a higher prevalence of 
smoking in these areas. 

“It is estimated that 34 million working days 
are lost in the UK every year through smoking 
related illnesses.” 

Tracy joined the Northamptonshire Stop 
Smoking team in 2004 as an administrator 


(originally for Heartlands PCT), and has 
worked with the team ever since, before her 
promotion to a Stop Smoking Specialist. 

Her role will be to ensure that local Provider 
Services colleagues have the training and 
resources they need to enable their patients 
to give up smoking. 

Tracy said: “I look forward to working with 
my colleagues in Provider Services, we have 
so many contacts with patients on a daily 
basis and it will be great to be able to offer 
this support to people through other 
services.” 

These are just the latest innovations in the 
Stop Smoking service, which is already 
available in a range of venues and formats, 
from pharmacies and GPs, to one to one and 
group sessions.

A POLICE officer has started a new role 
targeting kerb crawling in 
Northampton town centre. 

PC Simon Pinchin is the Safer 
Community Team priority officer with 
special responsibility for vice operations 
in the Castle Ward. 

He has worked as a police officer in a 
variety of roles for ten years. 


PC Pinchin said “Many of the kerb 
crawlers are not aware that their actions 
can lead to them being disqualified from 
driving, in addition to a court appear¬ 
ance and the resulting publicity. 

“Many of the women who are working 
as sex workers are vulnerable due to var¬ 
ious issues and these men are perpetuat¬ 
ing a form of abuse which will not be tol¬ 
erated. 

“My advice is that if you are thinking of 
picking up a sex worker, then think of the 


consequences when, and not if, you are 
caught. The men who do this have a lot 
to lose.” 

The Force intends to build on the con¬ 
tinuing success of the multi-agency 
approach to vice with the Swan project 
(Sex Workers Around Northampton). 

PC Pinchin’s appointment coincides 
with a new poster in Regent’s Square, 
which shows the potential consequences 
for those who think it is acceptable to 
pick up sex workers in Northampton. 


Crime down after residents tell police of upset 


REPORTS of anti-social 
behaviour on the Upton 
estate have fallen. 

The St James safer 
community team had the 
issue raised with them from 
people in the community and 
carried out high visibility and 
plain clothes patrols. They 
will also continue to stop and 
search people in the area if 
they have reason to question 
their grounds for being there. 

Members of the team have 
also been educating children 
and their parents about the 
importance of being 


considerate when playing out 
and about. 

Over the coming months 
the new headcam system will 
also be introduced to the 
area, allowing police to 
record incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

PC James McGill said: 
“Reports of anti-social 
behaviour have dropped 
considerably since the 
priority was adopted. In June 
there were 15 reports of 
rowdy behavior, in July this 
has fallen to only six 
incidents”

overhaul

A DERELICT garage site will be over¬ 
hauled if a bid for government funding 
is successful. 

The garages at Woodside Way in Kings 
Heath have been selected for redevelop¬ 
ment. 

Last month councillors gave the go- 
ahead for a bid to the Government’s 
Homes and Communities Agency for 
funding that could see new family-sized 
council housing built in the borough for 
the first time in more than 20 years. 

The opportunity to bid was 
announced in the 2009 budget. 

The timescale for local authorities to 
submit bids has been tight and the crite¬ 
ria for bidding states that the land must 
be local authority owned and must be 
available for the immediate develop¬ 
ment of new homes for social rent. 

Out of a possible 13 sites identified by 
the council, the garages have been 
selected as an ideal spot to build eight 
new family-sized homes. 

As well as there being a need for more 
family-sized homes in the area, the 
derelict garage site has been a hotspot 
for anti-social and criminal behaviour 
which has been a concern to residents. 

Residents are being informed of the 
news and their support will be crucial to 
the plans going ahead if the bid is suc¬ 
cessful. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, Northampton 
Borough Council cabinet member for 
housing, said: “This is a great opportuni¬ 
ty for us to build much needed family 
homes in an area that is crying out for 
them. 

“The bid is part of our commitment to 
providing better places for people to 
live. 

“I very much hope local residents will 
be behind the move to invest in their 
area.” 

Over the coming weeks the council will 
set up a series of consultation events for 
residents to view architect’s drawings 
and have their say. 

The bid has now been submitted and 
the council will find out if it has been 
successful in September.

Police go to work in the 
box but this is no tardis

MORE bobbies are set to be seen out on 
the beat with two police boxes re¬ 
opened in communities. 

The boxes in Abington Park and 
Rectory Farm have been redecorated and 
rejuvenated and will be used by mem¬ 
bers of the Safer Community Teams 
(SCT) throughout the summer. 

PCSOs from the Abington and Weston 
SCT will be starting and ending their 
shifts at the police box in Abington Park 
rather than Weston Favell Police Station. 

Although they will be starting and end¬ 
ing their days at the box, there will not be 
a permanent presence there, as they will 
be out and about in the area throughout 
the day. 

Sergeant Steve Bedford from the 
Abington and Weston SCT said: “We have 
decided to re-open the box for the sum¬ 
mer to give our police community sup¬ 
port officers a base out in the area they 
serve. 

“The box has been cleaned up and a 
computer system installed to allow the 
officers to complete their work in the box 
rather than having to come to Weston 
Favell Police Station at the start and end 
of each shift. 

“The box will initially be used for the 
summer months, a review of its use will 
be completed in the autumn to establish 
if it is worthwhile using the box through-

out the year.” 

The police box in Rectory Farm has 
been hosting police surgeries for some 
time, but has also been tidied up and had 
a computer system installed, allowing 
members of the Thorplands and 
Lumbertubs SCT the chance to work 
from there on a more regular basis. 


PCSO Michael Harrison, said: “Like the 
Abington Park box, the Rectory Farm one 
will see PCSOs starting and ending their 
shifts at the box. We will also be holding 
regular residents and Neighbourhood 
Watch meetings at the box, as well as our 
regular police surgeries on the last 
Thursday of each month, between 4pm 
and 6pm.” 

The Northampton Borough Council 
Neighbourhood Warden also has a com¬ 
puter at the box. He also holds surgeries 
there and is able to provide help on mat¬ 
ters such as fly tipping, graffiti, dog foul¬ 
ing and abandoned and untaxed vehi¬ 
cles. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, Northampton 
Borough Council cabinet member for 
communities, added: “It is important 
that our police officers and environmen¬ 
tal wardens can work effectively in the 
community, so the decision to refurbish 
these two police boxes and bring them 
back into use will give officers the tools 
they need to do their job, without having 
to leave these neighbourhoods while 
they return to a main police station.” 

The box is based at Rectory Farm 
House, Olden Road. 

The SCT hosts regular surgeries at the 
box, usually the last Thursday of each 
month, from 4pm to 6pm.

Survey 
shows 
there’s a 
generation 
of renters 

EIGHTEEN to 30-year olds are 
a generation of renters com¬ 
pared to their older counter¬ 
parts, according to new 
research by the Association of 
Residential Letting Agents 
(ARLA). 

A survey of more than 1,800 
people revealed that double 
the amount of the younger 
generation - approximately a 
third (30.8 per cent) - have 
rented three or four proper¬ 
ties, while only 17.5 per cent 
of Generation X had rented a 
similar number at the same 
age. 

Some 34.2 per cent of Gen Y- 
ers that currently live in rent¬ 
ed accommodation confessed 
that they enjoy independence 
from property ties. 

A further 31.6 per cent 
enjoyed the flexibility to 
move around. 

However, only eight per cent 
thought it wasn't important 
to eventually own their own 
property. 

There were more men who

STUART Gray was again left frus¬ 
trated by his goal-shy Northampton 
Town side after their Carling Cup 
campaign was ended in the first 
round on Tuesday evening.

Holt has got a free header and 
although you’re not guaranteed to 
score you’ve got to hit the target. 

“At this moment in time we’re not 
doing that so we’ve got to demand 
more from each other in front of 
goal. The hardest part of football is 
putting the ball in the net and it 
showed with Lambert’s bit of quality. 

“It’s all about results. We had a 
chance in the last seconds of the 
game on Saturday which could have 
sent everyone home happy. But we 
haven’t scored again and we’ve got to 
keep working on the training ground. 

“We’re getting up to the final third 
with some decent play but it’s just 
the end product that is lacking. 

“What I don’t want to do is for this 
to become a fear thing and I don’t 
want the boys to not take the respon¬ 
sibility of taking a pop at goal.” 

Gray has only three strikers avail¬ 
able at present with Gary Mulligan 
nursing an ankle injury and Sebas¬ 
tian Harris awaiting international 
clearance.

“You’re always looking to 
strengthen your team and at this 
moment we know what the situation 
at the club is, and we’ve just got to 
get on with it. What I don’t want is the 
midfield men becoming complacent. 
They’ve got to do an all-round job 
and contribute more. 

“Abdul Osman had two or three 
chances on Saturday and again he’s 
had a decent chance but you’ve got 
to hit the target. 

“All credit to him for getting in there 
but at this moment in time we’re 
lacking that little bit of quality in 
front of goal.” 

Jackman again failed a fitness test 
before the Southampton game and is 
being sent for a scan on his knee to 
determine the full extent of the prob¬ 
lem.
